EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


New Committee Could Help 


A sensible suggestion came to light at the Selectmen’s 


meeting Monday the establishment of a committee to 


guide any developer in his efforts to establish a business 


here. 
The proposal was simple: 


Establish a committee comprising one member from each 


board or committee which might have some concern in the 


matter. This group woyild hear any proposal, could quickly 


point out to a developer any town requirements of zoning, 


presence of utilities and other details he would need to 


know. 


The committee then could make its recommendation on 


any unusual case to the full boards, with the requirement 


that an answer on specific problems be forthcoming within 


an arbitrary period of time. 


This procedure would simply cut down the time now 


taken to get the answers a developer needs, It would make 


it easier for any local real estate person to establish a 


detailed set of facts for a client: it would remove what is 


now a discouraging factor - 


a tremendous length of time 


consumed in deliberations, meetings and discussions. 


It is hoped that such a group can be established so that 


men who wish to do business in the community can have 


an established procedure to follow in getting facts and 


decisions. As it now stands, a developer or his agents 


might have to appear before 
identical questions two or three times 


several boards, answering 


and then be in 


doubt as to when he might get an answer. 


Problem Is Only Increased 


[he idea has been expressed in our ‘‘Letter to the 
Editor’? columns that Andover would do well to accept the 
dead-ending of High Plain rd. as a means of considerably 


slowing down growth in the area. Indeed, the proposal also 


has been made that the state be encouraged to take an 


even wider strip of land through the town so that a green 


belt can be preserved between the two highway strips. 
Admittedly, the High Plain rd. area — now undeveloped 
_ is one of the most desirable residential areas in the 


community. The town can 


look forward to substantial 


growth in that section when Route 93 is opened. 
It seems to us that the area will grow, regardless of the 
proposed dead-ending of High Plain rd. We doubt whether 


this would result, then, in the end that our correspondent 


Rather, the dead-ending would make it very difficult for 


the town to service a developed area that would deserve 


the same municipal protection as is given to the rest of 


the town. And it should have the same facilities, the same 
services, as are offered elsewhere. This would be very 


difficult if the only reasonable access to the area is 


blocked off completely, so that transportation into the 


section becomes round-about. 


It seems that the dead-ending, rather than slowing 


growth, would instead impede the town in caring for the 


area when it is developed. 


It seems apparent that there is an immediate need for 


positive action on the part of the state in reviewing its 


plans and designing an overpass which will protect the 


town in the future.

No Decision Yet On 
White’s Vale Project 


No decision has been reached 
on allowing Sidney P. White to 
install a six-inch sewer line along 
Andover st. for some 1,100 feet to 
tie in his proposed dairy bar and 
processing plant. 

He had asked town approval of 
the sewer line, which would be 
connected to a 15-inch main al- 
ready in the street. Mr. White has 
agreed to pay all expenses of 
installing the six-inch pipe, and, 
it was reported to thee Selectmen, 
has agreed to accept any better- 
ment assessment that may be 
charged at a later date if a larger 
pipe is installed, 

Sewer Dept. Supt. Donald Bas- 
sett told the Board that plans call 
for an 18-inch pipe in the street 
eventually, whenever growth 
demands it. White had objected to 
installing this size pipe for his 
plant, on the grounds that it would 
be much more expensive than the 
smaller pipe and that it is not 
needed by anyone else. 

One problem concerning the 
six-inch pipe concerned eventual 
ownership of it. If the town owned 
the pipe, once it is installed, town 
maintenance would be involved. 
But if private ownership of the 
line can be maintained, then any 
expense involved in caring for it 
would be borne by the owner, This 
point was to be referred to town 
counsel, after the Board was told 
that a former town counsel once 
ruled that any utility in a town 
street became property of the town 
when installed by private in- 
terests, 


What Our 
Readers Say— 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

‘“‘The Townsman has been help- 
ful by giving information in several 
recent issues concerning the 
state’s plan to dead end High 
Plain rd. at the place where the 
new Route 110 shall pass over it. 
However, an inspection of the 
actual situation reveals the follow- 
ing important information: 

**A two-mile portion of the road 
is officially closed to travel by 
order of the town’s Selectmen. It 
has been so closed for well over a 
year, The road is not plowed of 
snow in the winter. Its ruts are so 
deep that its impossible to travel 
at a speed of over four or five 
miles an hour. The traveled way is 
less than nine feet wide. All this 
adds up to aright of way of no use 
to the required municipal functions 
of the Town. 

“With respect to the Route 93 
overpass at High Plain rd., it 
appears that it was the least 
costly of the methods available for 
maintaining access for the people 
who lived on that part of High 
Plain rd. which was not closed 
hence, could not be cut off from 
access to a through highway. 
Incidentally, the bridge already 
serves five houses instead of the 
three mentioned. 

‘‘Taking into consideration the 
above information, it can be under- 
stood why the state arrived at its 
decision to dead end High Plain 
rd. Following sound business 
management principles, it would 
seem that our Selectmen should 
concur with the wisdom of the 
state’s decision. Otherwise, the 
town would become obligated to 
make an expenditure of up to 
$200,000 to make the closed two 
mile portion of High Plain rd. 
safely usable. But, by the town or 
county, or both completely aban- 
doning the right of way, thus 
allowing it to revert to the abut- 
tors, any cost of making the closed 
road usable would be the obliza- 
tion of those who wish to exploit 
the land at a profit for them- 
selves.”’
